REMARKS 

This communication is in response to the Official Action mailed June 28, 2006. 

Requirement for Election of Species 

The Office Action alleged that this application contains two patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group I: Claims 1-16 and 19-28, drawn to a customer quotation system and method 
configured to create a plurality of product data tables; and 

Group II: Claims 17-18, drawn to a customer quotation system including a data delivery 
module configured to send a customer requirement table to a customer. 

Applicant hereby elects the first group (claims 1-16 and 19-28) for continued 
prosecution, with traverse. In this regard, Applicant has amended claim 17 herein, and added new 
claim 29. After entry of the foregoing amendments claim 1 is generic to all claims.
